"D unkirk" on the island's south 
shore. 
Gen. Hsueh Yueh, the National­ 
ist commander, his staff and Gov­ 
ernor Chan Chai-tinl left for the 
last 
Nationalist stronghold 
after 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek or­ 
dered the immediate evacuation of 
Hainan. 
Three ships loaded with Nation­ 
alist troops also succeeded in es­ 
caping but a shortage of shipping 
is expected to leave most of the 
defenders to death or capture by 
the communists. 
To Attack Chusan Island 
The Nationalist defeat is expect­ 
ed to free sufficient shipping for 
the communists to mount an attack 
on the Chusan islands. 90 miles 
southeast of Shanghai, and thereby 
smash the Nationalist blockade of 
south and central China. 
The Chusans have been a val­ 
uable pivot for the Nationalists in 
their efforts to strangle the sea-

Masons white lime is caustic, and not good for grass. 
The reason raw limestone is satisfactory for improving grass is that 
it is slow to neutralize anv acid condition in the ground. 
Ground 
limestone should be placed on the grass before it is rolled then in 
a da% or two a light dressing of good fertilizer should he used be­ 
fore the seed is sowed. 
When sowing grass seed it should be mixed 
with dr> sharp sand this enables the seed to he sown more evenly. 
Caution when using fertilizer, a little of it goes a long wav.

In addition, he said, there was a 
large illegal sale of such drugs by 
druggists and salesmen who spec 
ialize in handling the pills. 
The scientist said sudden whth 
drawal of the drug from a habitual 
user might produce hallucinations 
similar to delirium tremens.

Safety has been dragged mto this dispute only in 
an unsuccessful effort to give a doak of respect­ 
ability to vicious feather-bedding demands. 


After a careful study of the first demands of 
this union, a Presidential Fact Finding Board on 
May 21, 1943, reported to President Roosevelt 
that there was no need for an extra fireman on 
diesel locomotives. 
Again, on September 19, 1949, after a second 
hearing on the union leaders’ demands, a second 
Board reported to President Trum an th at: 
"there presently exists no need for an additional 
fireman . . . upon either the ground of safety or 
that of efficiency and economy of operation.”

Although the railroads accepted the Board find­ 
ings, the union leaders have brazenly rejected 
them. They represent that an extra fireman is 
needed for "safety” reasons. Here’s what the 


Board had to say on that point: 
ifThe safety and on-time performance of diesel 
electric locomotives operated under current 
rules have been notably good . . . 


“lipon careful analysis of the data submitted 
on safety, we have concluded that no valid rea­ 
sons have been shown as a support for the 
Brotherhood proposal under which a fireman 
would be required to be at all times continu­ 
ously in the cab of road diesels. The proposal 
must be rejected.” 
The real reason behind these demands is that 
the union leaders are trying to make jobs where 
there is no work. In other words, a plain case of 
"feather-bedding. ” 
The railroads have no intention of yielding to 
tbeee wasteful make-work demands.
